Bragg. 
An estimated 10% of the wheat 
crop in the county was lost Out of 
17,000 acres to be harvested, I 1.000 
acres have been lost. A t an average 
yield of 30 bushels per acre the loss 
amounts to 330,000 bushel 
Approximately 
6,000 
acres 
of 
irrigated corn in the count v had to 
be replanted as a 
result 
of the 
freeze and 
subsequent 
wet, cold 
weather. Plant losses would have 


been much lower it the wet spell 
had not followed the freeze. 
Hail has also taken its share of 
crops in the county. April losses 
due to fund are estimated at 1,200 
acres of corn, 1.400 acres of grain 
sorghum, and 2,400 acres of small 
grains. 
But even with this damage 
it 
looks as if oat crops wall produce 
better-t han-average yields. 
Most of the 80,000 acres of grain 
sorghum ''till looks good. However,
